The Portland Electronics Division 
Sales force has traveled around the 
world recently in search of expanded 
markets and better business relations 
for the Division.

This last trip began October 27 when

From Frankfurt they trav¬ 
eled to Heidelberg — to Konstance -- 
to Dusseldorf, and from Dusseldorf 
to Jonkoping, Sweden. From Jonkoping 
they returned through Copenhagen to 
Paris. From Paris,back to Dusseldorf, 
Hamburg, and Bremen. Their business 
now concluded in Europe, Del enplaned 
for home November 10 and Dan headed 
east to meet General Manager Bill 
Nakamura in Tokyo. 

Flight bookings took Dan through 
Rome to Cairo, Kuwait and Karachi, 
and then on through Calcutta and Bankok 
to Hong Kong and at last, Tokyo, ar¬ 
riving there late on November 11. A 
planned visit with his brother in Rome 
was cancelled for lack of time. 

After spending two days in Tokyo, 


Bill and Dan visited other electronics 
manufacturing firms in Fukuoka, 
Nagasaki, Unzen, Omura, Osaka and 
Nagoya, returning to Tokyo through lid a 
and Toyahashi. The business in Japan 
required a full week to complete before 
returning home to Portland. 

In an interview with Dan Yoder, he 
gave us many interesting highlights 
of his trip and his impressions of 
the countries he visited. 

West Germany appears tobe the most 
progressive and prosperous, with 60 
million people all busy, with a purpose 
to their lives. The country is neat, 
clean and orderly. No trash or litter. 
The huge amount of industry makes 
some sections of the country appear to 
be a vast industrial complex. 

Sweden is huge and spacious, with 8 
million of the friendliest, warmest, 
best-looking people. They are very 
technically minded and easy to deal 
with. 

Denmark seems to be a cross be¬ 
tween Sweden and England, with a 
German influence. France was not as 
neat and clean appearing -- the people 
were more realxed about their work, 
although the visitors were well re¬ 
ceived. They visited the Louvre, the 
Eiffel Tower, Montmarte, and the Notre 
Dame Cathedral During the weekend. 
Belgium appeared to be the leastpros- 
perous of the Europeancountries visit¬ 
ed.

he .saw bomb craters near the runway 
at Cairo, artillery damage and other 
scars of war. He flew over the oil 
fields near Kuwait in Eastern Arabia. 
Glimpses of the Ganges Delta and 
Calcutta whetted anapijetite to see more 
-- the way of life is so different and 
sort of melancholy. Bankok is an im¬ 
pressive sight -- built on the delta of 
the Ayuttahaya River, which is laced 
with klongs (canals) with the buildings 
on stilts along the canals. 

Hong Kong has long been called 
"the most beautiful city in the world,” 
and Dan agrees -- both from the air and 
from the ground. It is built on small 
outcroijpings of rock jutting up out of 
the brilliant blue ocean. Adding to the 
effect is tlie contrast of modern sky¬ 
scrapers next door to frail Oriental 
shacks. It is one of the world’s few 
remaining "freeports”, with noduty or 
tariff on incoming and outgoing goods. 

Japan is not as Americanized as he 
expected. Although the dress is now 
predominantly Western, the old 
customs still prevail, especially for 
special occasions when the women re¬ 
turn to their native Japanese dress. 
The Japanese people were the most 
gracious of all that he met on this tour, 
with a culture farthest removed from 
our familiar brand of civilization. The 
islands are beautiful, with well kept, 
well ordered lands, most of w'hich ap¬ 
peared to be planted to rice. The rural 
life impressed him as "antiquated” 
despite the fact that Japan is one of 
the most advanced technological nations 
in the world. 

All in all, a fascinating and fruitful 
trip.
